Burns declared that people who 
don’t visit Georgia prison camps 
cannot visualize the progress 2g 
made in penal reform. 

The new prison includes the con- 
erete barracks from the old set- 
up. which has been covered with 
brick veneer. Instead of the sep- 
arate wooden buildings for dining 
rooms, a modern brick structure 
has been built to provide a dining 
room for prisoners, a dining room 
for guards, a guards’ sitting room, 
a warden’'s office, kitchen and 
storage room. 


FAR CRY FROM PAST 

It is a far cry from the cages 
in which prisoners were confined 
when Lambert first came to work 
for Coweta County 26 years ago. 

Lambert, a former member of 
the State Board of Corrections, 
said he found that providing good 
guarters for prisoners and treating 
them well paid off in rehabilita- 
tion. There are fewer “repeaters” 
today than there were in the early 
days, he reported. 

County Atty. Walter Stanley de- 
clared that “it is a good thing 
from the economic and rehabilita- 
tion standpoint to operate a model 
prison system.” 

County commissioners who sup- 
ported the building of the prison 
were Dr. T. W. Sewell, Rhodes 
Johnson, W. H. Johnston, Buford 
Talley and Dan Lamb.

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We Are Cautiously Hopeful 


It is too early to allow ourselves to be 
more than cautiously hopeful at the news 
from Washington that “something big” 
may be in the wind in Korea which pos- 
sibly will bring an end to the fighting soon. 

All of us pray that the reports are true. 
But we are forced to remember there have 
been similar rumors in the past which have 
turned out to be overly optimistic. 

Also, the fact remains that Korea is 
but a tiny phase of the world struggle 
with communism. An end to the fighting 
there would be no cause for celebration. 
Rather, it would be a reminder that Russia 
recognizes only strength as a deterrent 
to aggression and, therefore, we must con- 
tinue to build up our armed forces at the 
utmost speed. 

Senator Kefauver, Tennessee Democrat, 
and Senator Flanders, Vermont Republi- 
can, based their feeling that a settlement 
may be forthcoming on the testimony of 
Secretary of Defense Marshall before the 
Seriate Armed Services and Foreign Rela- 
tions committees investigating General 
MacArthur’s dismissal. The secretary’s tes- 
timony regarding future plans in Korea 
necessarily was censored. That is why it 
is impossible to make an adequate com- 
parison between what the administration 
advocates and the course proposed by Gen- 
eral MacArthur. But it well may be that 
the controversy will be resolved on the 
battlefield. Certainly if the fighting is 
brought to an end the administration will 
have been proved right. 

The two senators properly refused to 
talk about any of General Marshall’s off- 
the-record testimony, but said his over-all 
account gave them the impression we are 
moving toward a settlement. 

Regardless of the terms of the cease- 
fire proposal, there will be some who will 
shout “appeasement” if for no other pur- 
pose than to attempt to discredit the 
administration. 


In an excellent and timely analysis of 
the truce hope, Stewart Alsop, writing in 
the adjoining column, says the settlement, 
if it comes about, probably will result in 
continued division of Korea at the 38th 
parallel. That certainly would not be a 
military victory in the accepted sense for 
the United Nations. But it would be a 
considerable defeat for the Soviet Union 
in Asia. 

The UN mission in Korea was not mili- 
tary. It was political. Military measures 
were necessary to implement the political 
objective. 

Moreover, the provision under which 
this country would, according to Mr. Alsop, 
accept such a settlement ought to be emi- 
nently satisfactory. It is that “our most 
important allies join with us in putting the 
Soviets and the Chinese Communists firmly 
on notice that further armed aggression 
across frontiers, whether in Korea or else- 
where, will be answered by devastating 
attacks on the Communist centers of power, 
rather than indecisive actions on the pe- 
riphery.” In short, the free countries 
would join in notifying the Russians that 
further aggression, anywhere, would bring 
a rain of bombs on Moscow and all-out 
war. It is precisely the lack of such notice 
that led Hitler to believe he could plunder 
half the world before his hand was called. 

It would be difficult, indeed, to find 
appeasement in such a course. 


But whether or not a cease-fire is 
reached in Korea—and we are not opti- 
mistic over the prospect—the free world 
cannot lose a day or an hour in rearma- 
ment. Any belief that a cease-fire would 
provide reason for relaxation would play 
right into Russia’s hands. Moscow’s hope, 
in such case, would be that the democratic 
countries would grow weary of the bur- 
den of rearming and in a short while 
become too weak to retaliate. 


Endangering the Country’s Security 


Senator Russell’s disclosure yesterday 
that secret information of possible value to 
Russia has “leaked” from the hearings on 
the MacArthur controversy confirms the 
fears of a great many that this might 


happen. 


It is why The Constitution favored 
closed hearings from the beginning, even 
to the exclusion of senators not members 
of the Armed Forces or Foreign Relations 


committees. 


“We are taking testimony,” said Sena- 
tor Russell, “not only on the general out- 
lines of American foreign policy but on 
some of the intimate plans and informa- 


tion possessed by our nation. 


“We are entering doors that have been 
barred, we are opening books that have 
been guarded, we are unlocking secrets 
that have been -protected in steel safes; in 
short, we are stripping the nation’s secu- 
rity framework to the bare skeleton.” 

That information of such importance 
may be getting to Russia is a poor, com- 
mentary on the responsibility of some sena- 
tors who obviously are putting their own 
political advantage ahead of the security 
of the country. 

Testimony at the recent atomic spy 
trials showed how easy it was for Russian 
agents to get detailed information on 


“atomic projects. At least a few senators 


seem not to have profited by this lesson. 


Keep the Overhead Expense Low 


Georgians are glad to learn there is no 
evidence so far that increased revenues are 
being used to pad state payrolls with 
excess employes. 

We hope there will. be no such effort 
in the future. The public and the press 
will keep a careful watch for top-heavy 
administrative expenses. 


The success of the sales tax depends not 
so much on how much money it raises 
but on the degree to which the schools 
are improved and to which better roads 
and health services are made possible. 

Georgians insist that administrative 
overhead be kept as low as possible so that 
the maximum benefits will result. 


You Can’t Escape the Fact 


Washington fears the labor unions are 
getting ready to demand another round 
of wage increases. We hope union leaders 
and rank and file members will think the 
better of it. ee 7 

Though price control most assuredly has 
not been all that could: be hoped fr, there 
are indications now that some progress is 
being made. Mr. DiSalle has been more 
emphatic in his recent orders and, if there 
be reason to doubt his judgment in par- 
ticular instances of procedure, there is no 
doubt at all that he is doing his best to 
bring prices under control without undue 
disturbance to normal] trade channels. 

Another wage round, though, would 
wreck all the progress OPS has made so 


far. More than that, it would undermine 
the confidence of the people in the admin- 
istartion’s power and willingness to deal 
with labor unions in mobilization. 

A wage increase of 10 per cent, plus 
fringe benefits which bring the total up 
to 12 per ment or more, is permissible under 
present authorization. In a few instances 
the ceiling has been pierced. But to raise 
the ceiling generally even before price con- 
trol has had time to go into effective opera- 
tion would disrupt. everything that has 
been done to stabilize the economy. 


We know, from the experience of five- 


rounds of raises since World War II, that 
wage increases do bring price increases. 
There is no getting around that simple fact.

A Truce in the Making? 


‘ WASHINGTON—It is entirely possible that the fighting in 


Korea will come to an end in the near future. 

It must be admitted at the outset that there is no really solid 
evidence to back up this statement. But there are interesting 
straws in the wind, which may mean that there is now beginning 
that strange tortuous process, like negotiations between inhabitants 
of different planets, which has led up to the settlement of the 
great crises of the past. 

It is reported, for example, that in Moscow the British have 


’ been receiving strong hints that the Korean War can now be 


settled on an acceptable basis. Similar hints have emanated from 
Paris. It is certainly reasonable to suppose, moreover, that Sec- 
retary of Defense George Marshall’s repeated references to the 
lifting of the Berlin blockade, and to the “United Nations chan- 
nels” through which the end of the blockade was secretly nego- 
tiated, are not mere empty words. Finally, there is a sort of 
smell in the air in official Washington, difficult to define but easy 
to recognize, which is now remarkably similar to the smell in the 
air before the Berlin blockade suddenly ended. 


: se All this is admittedly fragmentary; and indeed 
Simple Logic it may be wholly misleading. But there is 
also the simple logic of the situation, as it is assessed by those best 
qualified to judge. 

Unless the best military experts are without exception dead 
wrong, the Chinese Communists cannot win the war in Korea on 
the present basis. They can only hope to win the war on an 
entirely different basis—by changing the “ground rules,” specifically 
by committing an air force based on Manchuria. 

The Soviet rulers, who are the real masters of the situation, 
must be fully aware of this. But the Soviet rulers are also firmly 
on notice that if the ground rules are changed, this will instantly 
precipitate counterattacks on Manchuria, almost inevitably followed 
by the other measures proposed by General MacArthur. This 


' would confront the Soviet Union with the choice between inaction, 


which would be the equivalent of a devastating defeat in Asia, 
or action which would start a third world war. 

This can hardly be a welcome choice to the Kremlin. It may 
be that the ground rules will be changed, and the Manchurian 
air force committed—indeed, there is some loca] intelligence 
pointing in this direction. But it is at least significant that no 
planes based on Manchuria attacked United Nations ground forces 
in the offensive which has now been defeated. 

' 
: Moreover, whatever one may think of the sound- 
A Service ness of General MacArthur’s views, he may well 
have done a final, signal service to the United States. For the 
extraordinary debate precipitated by MacArthur must surely have 
convinced the Soviet rulers on two points. 

First, there is not the faintest chance that this country will 
weaken and withdraw from Korea, as the Soviets have certainly 
hoped. Second, it is a great deal more likely, if it begins to appear 
that the only alternative is an endless bloody stalemate, that this 
country will abandon the effort to limit the war, and will adopt 
the course of action proposed by MacArthur. Thus, however frag- 
mentary the evidence, it .is at least logical to suppose that the 
Soviet rulers may now have decided, as they decided in the case 
of the Berlin blockade, that the time has come to cut their losses. 

There remains the form’ which a settlement might take. As in 
all the other great tests of strength between the Soviet andthe 
West, settlement is likely to take only one form. This is the resto- 
ration of the “status quo ante—a partition of Korea on the 38th 
parallel, and the staged withdrawal of the Communist and United 
Nations forces. 

This would certainly not be the “victory” which MacArthur 
demands. Yet it can be reliably reported that the American gov- 


“ernment, rightly or wrongly, will be prepared to accept such a 


settlement, on one major condition. This is that our most impor- 
tant allies join with us in putting the Soviets and the Chinese 
Communists firmly on notice that further armed aggression across 
frontiers, whether in Korea or elsewhere, will be answered by 
devastating attacks on the Communist centers of power, rather than 


indecisive actions on the periphery. 
The Soviet rulers may yet risk an attempted knockout blow in 


Korea, or the war may drag on in stalemate. In either case, world 
war is the almost wholly predictable eventual outcome. But it 
begins to seem that, not peace certainly, but a truce, a breathing 


space, may now be in prospect.

‘It’s a Sad Story, Mates!’ 


WASHINGTON—We are far enough in the defense program to take stock of 
what is happening to what the late Franklin D. Roosevelt called “the human 
side,” and to give you a report on what your public servants here are doing about 


it—or not doing. 


“The human side” relates to the needs of the great rank and 


|" Ge file of Americans, those whose sons and husbands fight the wars, little and big, 
emi and who turn out the things with which they’re fought. Again, as usual, they are 
straining to keep up with the rising cost of everything they wear and eat, their rent, their taxes, 


federal, state and local. 


It can be reported that “the human side” story is no different than in the 


defense program and war program of the early 1940s. So far as Congress, your public servant, is 


concerned, the interests of the great rank and file 
are subordinated to those of powerful groups. 
These, because of their control of the facilities 
useful in war and their political influence in 
Congress and the defense program administra- 
tion, are getting away with all sorts of. things 
under the guise of the defense program. ~ 


Or, for another dodge, they prate of 
“economy” and, behind that cloak, they are 
getting Congress to curtail all sorts of 
grams for the common public interest, nec- 


The examples are spread out before you, 
clearly visible to the naked eye. For instance, 
the way the House of Representatives limited 
the low-rent public housing program to a scant 
5,000 units a year—when it was specified at 
135,000 a year by Congress in the 1949 Housing 
Act. The real estate lobby, indeed, is powerful 
as this shows and as will be plainly demon- 
strated later when it rises up to try to emascu- 
late such rent control as still exists—and that 
will affect millions. 


This is intimate “human side” stuff, grim 
facts in the family budget, not to speak of the 


up in Harry Truman, who hasn’t got too many 
friends in Congress, either. So you'll have to 
kéep watching Congress on this one. For it is 
all set to clip Mr. DiSalle and give the cowboys 
what they want. : 

The wolf cry about “economy” comes regu- 
larly from the representatives of big interests, 
industrial and financial. Well, appropriations 
come out of taxes. Let’s take a look at taxes, 
then. 

Before Congress did anything about the rank 
and file, it hurried last fall to pass a law under 
which corporations can get wholesale tax write- 
offs for national defense plants they build. The 
way the National Production Authority has ad- 
ministered that is a caution. The write-offs are 
far more generous than permitted in World War 
II; in some cases the plants are literally a gift 
from the government, which means you, the 


taxpayer. : 


So far, tax write-offs of $1,800,600,000 
have been allowed, according to official treas- 
ury figures. They are way out of line. If they 
had been anywhere near reasonable, the gov- 
ernment wouldn’t need so much from the 
rest of us for the defense program.

CHEJU ISLAND, Serene-Deor Ralph: Yesterday I told you ig 
the little, homeless children in Seoul, living like rats in the alleys of 

town, and how hundreds of others of them had been flown down here 
beautiful green island, where they could be cared for. Well, I went out te the 
orphanage today and it is the only happy sight I’ve seen since I’ve Been in Korea. 
— For it was a happy place. The little rascals ranged in age from What seemed to 
be just a few months old up to about 14, and though they lived in an old school building, and had 
little enough to eat, and net enough bed clothing for the cold nights, and all the clothes they had were 
castoffs that Americans sent them, they were laughing and carrying on like kids will when they get 


a little love and a little care. 

Every time I went in a room they’d come 
toddling to the door shouting “Harro”’—the Ko- 
rean, like the Japanese, can’t say the “!” in 
“Hello”—and putting out their hands to be shaken. 

So I shook ‘em—777 of them in all, most of 
them sticky from eating rice with their fingers 
because they don’t have enough spoons yet. 


And they had a Boy Scout troop there, 
ali dressed in new blue uniforms the staff 
had made for them, and I wish that some of 
our troops at home could watch these little 
guys mafch, and hear them sing. 


Then they had a little program—they were 
electing a boy “mayor,” it so happened, on that 
day, and they did a lot of dances and sang a lot 
of songs. The Koreans are great singers, and 
they have a fine ear for harmony, and I heard 
two little knee-high youngsters sing “Home Sweet 
Home” in Korean so well that John Howard 
Payne himself would have beeg pleased. 

The orphanage got off to a bad start, for it 
was run by two Korean Christian converts, po- 
litical appointees, who seemed to have the fine 
old democratic idea that charitable supplies can 
be used for private profit 80 long as nobody 
catches you at it. But the word got around that 
the kids weren't getting all that they should 
have, and now there’s a new director, a woman, 
and a Buddhist, but a fine person who knows 
how an orphanage should be run. 

“Songs and prayers,” she said, “are fine. But 
the important thing is to see that the children 
have food and shelter and, above all, love. That 
is what these little people need as much as they 
neéd anything else, for they have seen terrible 
things that only love can blot from their 
memories.” : 

There was only one sad note in the whole day. 
As I went in the building a little fellow dressed 
like all the rést ran out to me and said “Daddy” 
and grabbed me around the knees and clung on, 
and then held up his arms to be taken up in mine.

So I picked him up and he was as American 
as my son or your own. Only the black é¢yes— 
straight, though, not slanted—indicated that half 
his blood was Korean. His story is-obscure. All 
that I know is that he was picked up, alone and 
starving, on the streets of Seoul, and brought to 
the orphanage along with the rest. 

His hair and ruddy skin and the American look 
about him tell the story, though. Some GI on 
occupation duty here was his father, and left 
him when he was transferred back to the States. 
And his mother was one of the’ thousands of ref- 
ugees who was killed or died. But his Daddy 
must have loved him and treated him well, for, 
though he is only four or théreabouts, he runs 
to every man in uniform he sees, and calls him 
“Daddy” and begs to be held: 


So I walked about the place all day, with 
the little guy—his name is Jimmy—up in my 
arms, pulling my hat off and tweaking my 
nose and laughing and having a great time. 
And when I had to go he wouldn’t let me 
put him down. He crawled up in my Jeep 
and wouldn’t get out and after I finally got 
him out and put him down with his little Ko- 
rean mates, I don’t know whe was the un- 
happiest, he or L. 


I don’t want to be always plugging for good 
causes. But if anybody back there wants to send 
these little people anything, it will be well used. 
They need powdered milk, cod liver oil, blankets 
and any and all kinds of wearing apparel for 
boys and girls. Not much fancy stuff, but bluée- 
jeans and sweaters and pinaforeg and such.

Cool Talk on a Hot Issue 


| That was an interesting discussion on legality of segregation in the universities 
* held by two Georgia political figures and law professors of two Southern uni- 


versities at Emory University. 


A, dice, states’ rights and preferences. 


It touched on human rights, Christianity, preju- 


Roy Harris, Georgia political leader, and 


Durwood Pye, assistant Fulton County attorney, expressed fear that the United 
States Supreme Court will strike down segregation because the court has become 


7 “political bey. ” But they said Georgia wouldn’t end segregation. 


Paul Bryan of Emory and Jay 


Murphy of the University of Alabama predicted the Supreme Court will strike down segregation 
because it violates the 14th Amendment, and Bryan said Georgia shouldn’t talk of rebelling against 


the United States. But before they reached these 
conclusions, the foursome offered some. state- 
ments for thought. : 

They aired the matter of “separate but equal 
educational facilities.” Bryan said that Georgia 
has never given the Negroes equal facilities and 
he doubted if the legislature intends to give them 
equal schools. Harris said it is obvious Negroes 
have never been given equal schools in the past, 
but that the state is rushing to do so now. He 
said the Board of Regents, of which he is a 
member, is building up Fort Valley College with 
the idea of making it equal to the University 
of Georgia. 


From our own observations, we'll report 
that the legislature voted to finance the 
Minimum Foundation Program which offers 
equal salaries and equal facilities insofar as 
the state is concerned. 


The regents have been improving Negro 
echools, just as Harris state@. While at least 
one member of the State Board of Education has 
been trying unsuccessfully to avoid paying Negro 
teachers as much as white teachers, the records 
show that the board thus far has been abiding 
by the intent of the Foundation program. 

Bryan traced the moves by the court and 
the people to grant Negroes the “equal pro- 
tection” rights guaranteed under the United States 
Constitution. He said the “grandfather clause” 
and the “white primary” are both gone. Now 
the court has ruled that Texas, in building a 
brand-new law school, didn’t offer “equal” facili- 
ties since the new school didn’t have the prestige 
of the University of Texas Law School. 

Murphy observed that while segregation 
might be constitutionally permissible, so is the 
right of an individual to jump over the moon 
constitutionally permissiblé—but both are impos- 
sible. Murphy noted that Negroes have been 
given equal rights in the armed services and in 
civil service. He déclared that the treatment 


we accord the Negro in America wil] affect our 


{influence in international] relations. 

It is only racial prejudice that prevents 
Southerners from going another step and giving 
Negroes their full rights as. citizens, Bryan con- 
ténded. A Southerner, himself, Bryan said he 
‘had outgrown most of his racial prejudices. He 
gaid the law doesn’t force you to embrace the 
Negro or anyone else as a friend socially, but it 


does grant to all equal opportunities. Touching 
on Christianity and racial opportunities, Bryan 
asked: “Would Jesus double talk about the plain 
language of the 14th Amendment?” 


To that Harris made this observation: “I be- 
lieve the races should be given separate but equal 
schools. I do not think this is an un-Christian 
attitude. When I see Negroes sitting in. pews 
of white churches and attending classés at Emory 
University, a church school, then, and not until 
then, will I change my attitude.” 


A regent of the University System, Har- 
ris said hé wasn’t trying to tell Emory what 
it should do since it wasn’t supported by state 
tax money—and in the above quotation he 
bluntly told people raising the religious issue 
to first practice what they preach. 


What happens when segregation is ended? A 
former Emory professor now at the University of 
Texas wrote Bryan that the arrival of 12 Négroé 
students at the law school there after the court 
decision “has created no more attention than 
the arrival of any other 12 students.” 


The question of “separate but equal schools” 
has long been discusséd and will be discussed in 
the futuré. It is well that Southerners can get 
together and talk over the problem—instead of 
firing charges of “radicals” and “demagogues” at 
each other from long range.

Major Bowes wasn’t the first man to stage an ama- 
teur hour on radio. An Atlantan, John S. Florence, was 
“on the air” with an amateur show fully two years before 
the gong-ringing major decided to give aspiring young en- 
tertainers their one big chance. 


Florence, an Atlanta business- 


man, Monday recalled it was on 


his show that Bert Parks, now 
a top-flight NBC teevee and 


' radio personality, first sang. It 


was on his show over old WJTL 
that David Jack Holt, a screen 
personality, was given his first 
chance to act and sing. ~ 

It was Florence who encour- 
aged David Brinkmiller, now 
manager of WLS in Cincinnati, 
to stay in radio “because it was 
the field of the future.” Joe 
Ewing, now an Atlanta attor- 
ney, was an announcer on Flor- 
ence’s show and James Melton, 
Georgia’s contribution to the 
Met, once appeared as 
artist on his amateur hour back 
in the early 30s. 


Studios-of WITL were then 
in the Shrine Mosque. It was 
in the tiny studio high above 
the Fox Theater that many 
Atlanta stars of the future got 
their initial start. Parks won 
first prize—$7 cash—and he 
later went to WGST as singer 
and announcer. Later he 
joined CBS and NBC. 


Long after Florence had es- 
tablished his amateur hour he 
received a letter from Major 
Bowes who sought his secret 
for staging’ a sponsored talent 
program. It was from the ideas 
furnished by Florence that the 
Original (in name oply) Ama- 
teur Hour was created.

When you ask for sheets, the 
first consideration is whether 
you want “Muslin or Percale.” 

Muslin sheeting may be coarse 
er fine, depending on size and 
number of yarns. 

Percale sheets have finer 
yarns and closer weave than 
muslin. Percale is more expen- 
sive and not quite as strong as 
heavy weight muslin. It has a 
smoother, softer texture. 

The length of a sheet, as stated 
on the label, is misleading to 
first-time buyers. It refers to the 
“torn length” of the sheet before 
hemming and shrinking. Re- 
member that the hem has taken 
off four to seven inches. Shrink- 
age will take off another five to 
eight inches. A sheet labeled 108 
inches will come down to about 

* 98 inches, after first washing. 

Sheets for average size beds 
range from 90 to 113 inches 
long. Most mattresses are 74 
inches long and five to seven 
inches thick. Allowing for tuck- 
in, hem and shrinkage, a 108- 
inch sheet is best for a standard- 
size bed. 

Width of a sheet is important. 
It should be 24 inches wider than 
the mattress. This allows five to 
seven inches on each side for the

Hems indicate the quality of 
the sheet. Notice whether it has 
small even stitches and end 
threads fastened. Hemstitched 
hems, although attractive, may 
tear off before the sheet is worn 
out. 

A Type 200 sheet is stronger 
than a Type 112 sheet. The Type 
number indicates the number of 
threads per square inch. The 
more threads, the heavier 
weight, and the longer wearing 
a sheet is. Thread counts run 
from Type 112 to Type 200, indi- 
cating light weight muslin, medi- 
um weight muslin, heavy weight 
muslin, fine count muslin, and 
Percale respectively. 

Heavy weight muslin has 
higher breaking resistance than 
any other sheet. Percale is next 
strongest. 

The ideal pillowcase is two 
inches wider’ than the pillow 
and 10 inches longer for tuck-in.
